New Bomber 
Greatest Yet 


Giant Flying Wing With 
No Fuselage Dwarfs B-29; 
10,000 M‘tes Nonstop. 


LOS ANGELES, — Official se- 


crecy from its thying wing bomber, 
the XB-35, a radical design, has 
been removed by the army air 


says the Associated Press, 

The plane dwarfs the B-29 and 
has an announeed range of more 
than 10,000 miles — about one- 
fourth greater than the world’s dis- 
tance record, 

The bomber was designed and 
built by Northrop Aireraft, Inc., at 
Hawthorne, Calif, It is expected to 
fly in a short time. 

The XB-35 is shaped like a colos- 
sal boomerang, It has no fuselage 
or exposed engine nacelles. Crew, 
engines, fuel and armament are 
housed inside the wing. Crew quar- 
ters are pressurized, 

The plane spans 172 feet and has 
a center width of 37 feet, 6 inches. 
From the center the wing tapers 
sharply to end widths of 9 feet, 4 
inches. 

Although its normal gross load 
is 162,000 pounds, it is designed to 
fly with an overload up to 209,000 
pounds, The empty weight is 89,000 
pounds, and the useful load—avail- 
able for fuel and bombs—is from 
73,000 pounds at normal gross to 
120,000 pounds at overload, 

(The B-29 Superfortress has a 
wing span of 141 feet and is 99 feet 
long. Its normal gross weight load- 
ed is around 135,000 pounds and its 
overload weight 140,000 pounds.) 

Possible Civilian Use, 

John K, Northrop, president of 
the aircraft company, said the 
XB-35 was adaptable to civilian use. 

He said the wing design offered 
a tremendous advantage in lift. The 
ratio of lift to drag in the flying 
wing, he said, is between 140 and 
200 to 1, while in conventional types 
of planes it is between 90 and 100 
to 1, 

The result, he said, is that the 
flying wing can carry one-fourth 
more useful load, can travel one- 
fourth farther with an identical load 
and can fly at least one-fifth faster 
than a conventional plane of simi- 
lar weight and horsepower. 

Each of the four Pratt and Whit- 
ney Wasp Major engines turns a 
pair of counter-rotating four-bladed 
propellers at the rear of the wing 
Powerful Engines. 


The engines are the most power- 
ful radials in the world. One has 
an emergency rating of 3,000 horse- 
power for the XB-35, although the 
engine hag been announced as able 
to produce more than $3,650 horse- 
power. 

An outstanding feature of the 
wing is the use of ‘‘elevons’’ as con- 
trols, These do the work of the 
elevators and ailerons. The rudder 
is replaced by clamshell affairs 
near the wing tips which when 
opened create a drag and turn the 
aircraft. 

The army air forces has ordered 
15 of the huge wings, The first 
is costing about 13 million dollars, 
The XB-35 appears readily adapt- 
able to jet propulsion, 

The wing has a normal crew of 
nine—two pilots, engineer, naviga- 
tor, radio operator, bombardier 
and three gunners — and accommo- 
dations for six alternate crewmen. 

John Northrop has been working 
with the flying-wing idea since 1923, 
The first successful version was the 
NIM, which flew in 1929.

same. : 

The emblem of the pemecrant 
Party is a crowing rooster with 
the wade “WHITE SUPREM- 
ACY” on a banner above the roos- 
ter. We have done in the past, 
and we intend to do in the future, 
everything that can legally be 
done to preserve white supremacy 
in our State. We do this, not with 
the idea that all white men are 
good and all negroes bad, . but 
with the firm conviction that the 
vast majority of negroes have not 
yet fitted themselves to vote intel- 
ligently on important goverrn- 
mental matters. The negro race 
has made great strides in recent 
years and in time to come larger 
numbers will undoubtedly fit 
themseves for assuming the all- 
important duties of electors or 
voters. 

We would feel that we were 
shirking a responsibility if we did! 
not make every proper, legal et- 
fort to carry on the traditions 
which since the days of the Tragic 
Era of Reconstruction have char- 
acterized the efforts of the Demo- 
cratic Party in Alabama. It is 
hard to conceive of any matter 
which is of more vital interest and 
importance to our Party. We are 
now at the cross-roads. 

The Supreme Court of the Unit- 
ed States, in a far-reaching and 
precedent shattering opinion, has 
held that any qualified voter, 
whether he be white or colored, 
has the legal right to vote in any 
Party Primary supported by State 
funds. ‘The effect of this drastic 
decision reversing the former de- 
cisions of our highest Court, is to 
destroy the White Primary , which 
our Committee, under its slogan 
of “WHITE SUPREMACY,” is 
pledged to maintain, ‘This Court 
decision has opened the way to a 
flood of negro registration and 
negro domination at the polls of 
Alabama-——especially in our Black 
Belt Counties-——-which our present 
electon laws ave powerless to pre- 
vent, 

Section 181 of our Constitution 
as it now stands contains an obso- 
lete provision permitting a person 
to register as a voter merely by 
reason of the fact that he or his 
wife has real or personal property 
of the assessed value of $300.00. 
No educatioal requirements what- 
soever ate required under our 
Constitution as it now stands, and 
a prospective voter does not have 
to be able to read and write, and 
it is not even necessary that he 
know under what form of goyern- 
ment he lives, if he has property 
of an asssessed value of $300.00. 
This was all right back in 1901, 
when our present Constitution was 
adopted, as at that time practi- 
cally no one except substantial 
citizens had as much as $300.00 
worth of property assessed to 
them. However, in this day and 
time there are literally thousands 
and thousunds of citizens who 
have an old, second-hand, rattle- 
trap automobile assessed at as 
much as $300.00, who will possess 
very few of the qualifications | 
which we consider important for| 
a citizen to possess before being 
permitted to vote. Unless we 
tighen up our registration laws, | 
we ase going to see our poll lists 
flooded with thousands of voters 
who have not yet fitted themselves 
to participate in our government.

Other Counties, where the negro 
vote is now small, would face con- 
stantly the rising threat of negro 
power at the ballot box. 

These things must not come to 
pass in Alabama, where our fath- 
ers fought to break the chains of 
reconstruction and win back our 
State to white control. 

Obviously, neither the State of 
Alabama, nor our State Demo- 
eratie Executive Committee can 
defy the Government of the Unit- 
ed States, But the State of Ala- 
bama, acting within the law, can 
by action of its people surround 
the exercise of suffrage in Ala- 
bama with such legal safeguards 
as will protect our State from the 
veritable flood of negro registra- 
tion and negro domination, which 
the Supreme Court decision has 
released, 

It is not the intent of Proposed 
Amendment No. 4 in accomplish- 
ing this purpose to exclude all ne- 
groes from the ballot box in Ala- 
bama. The State Democratic Px- 
ecutive Committee recognizes and 
will continue to vecognize, that 
those negroes who are qualified to 
vote should be permitted to vote 
as they have done in the past and 
that as more negroes become 
qualified to vote, they should be 
permitted to do so. 

In order to legally restrian the 


threatened flood of unqualified 
negro voters, this Proposed 
Amendment No. 4. reposes in 


County Registrars the right to re- 
quire applicants for registration 
to interpret the Constitution of 
the United States, It removes the 
provision of our State Constitu- 
tion providing that any one own- 
ing as much as $300.00 may vote. 
This provision is long outmoded, 
since there are literally thousands 
and thousands of citizens in this 
modern age who own a car asses- 
sable at this amount. 

It is difficult to understand why 
there should be so much com- 
plaint from some quarters about 
the Boswell Amendment, Why 
should not a man or woman who 
wishes to become a voter, so as to 
take part in our Government, be 
able to understand the Constitu- 
tion under which he lives? Why 
should there be so much objection 
to that clause of the Boswell 
Amedment providing that no per- 
son shall be entitled to register 
as electors except those who are 
of good character and who under- 


stand the duties and obligations 
of good citizenship under a _ re- 
publican form of government? 


This is certainly a minimum re- 
quirement for a voter or elector, 
Any abuse of discretion by a 
Board of Registrars can be 
promptly and efficiently remedied 
by an appeal to the Circuit Court, 
We do not think there is any 
merit whatsoever in the conten- 
tention that the proposed Consti- 
tutional Amendment places too 
much power in the hands of the 
Boards of Registrars, These back- 
ers of wide-open negro suffrage in 
their effort to frighten voters in- 
to opporing Proposed Amend- 
ment No, 4 have suggested that 
County Joards of Registrars 
would use their discretionary 
power and exclude white voters 
for reasons of their own choosing. 
This argument is totally lacking 
in merit. We are perfectly willing 
to ussume that the type of men 
who will be appointed on these 
Boards of Registrars will be fair, 
upright and honorable in the dis- 
charge of their duties. It is in- 
coneeivable that the type of men 
who will be appointed as Regis- 
trars in this Grand Old State of 
Alabama will be the type of men 
who will deliberately, wilfully 
and flagrantly violate their oath of 
office by earrying out any such 
policy as one of our great dailies 
says it fears.

Perhaps the most — significant 
change in the agriculture of the 
county was in the inereased num- 
ber of livestock reported on Jan- 
uary 1, 1945, compared with 
April 1, 1940. The number of 
cattle and calves inereased 65 per 
cent, hogs and pigs 78 per cent, 
and chickens 15 per cent, Signifi- 
cant changes were also made in 
the production of livestock prod- 
ucts, The amount of whole milk 
sold increased by 194 per cent, or 
from 40,549 gallons in 1939 to 
119,217 gallons in 1944, 

“These are sound gains in live- 
stock,” said Mr. Speed, “but the 
amount of money spent for feed 
for livestock and poultry during 
the S-year period increased 275 
per cent. Here is an opportunity 
for Coffee County farmers to in- 
crease their farm income by pro- 
ducing more of their livestock 
feed at home,” 

According to this report, some 
increases are noted in feed pro- 
duction, While the acreage of 
corn harvested for grain decreas- 
ed 16 per cent, the total produc- 
tion increased 88 per cent and the 
yield per acre’ increased from 6. 
bushels to 11 bushels during the 


5-year period. The acreage of 
oats  threshed or combined in- 
creased slightly. Another im- 


portant increase in feed produc- 
tion is in peanut hay and glean- 
ings from increased acreage of 
peanuts harvested, 

A very significant change re- 
vealed by this report: was in the 
production of cash crops. Acreage 
of peanuts picked and threshed in- 
creased 63 per cent during the 5- 
year period, At the same time, 
cotton acreage decreased 55 per 
cent. While there was a decrease. 
in acreage planted to cotton, the 
total production increased by 15 
per cent, The average yield per 
acre increased from 118 pounds 
to 804 pounds during this 5-year 
period, " 

The report also reveals that 
Coffee County farmers are more 
keenly aware of the value of veg- 
etables for home use. During the 
5-year period from 1989 to 1944, 
the value of vegetables grown for 
farm household use increased by 
292 per cent, or from $200,084 
to $784,891.

Farm Product Price Is 


Highest Since July, 1920 

WASHINGTON, D. C. — Major 
advances in meat animal, fruit and 
cotton prices lifted the general ley- 
el of farm product prices in April 
to the highest point since July, 1920, 
the department of agriculture said 
recently. 

The level was 212 per cent of the 
1909-14 average against 209 in 
March and 203 in April last year, 
The April prices averaged 17 per 
cent above parity against 16 per cent 
in Mareh and 17 per cent a year 
ago. 

The department said all live stock 
and poultry products except eggs, 
turkeys, butter fat and milk were 
steady to higher in April, with cat- 
tle, lambs and chickens showing the 
largest gains, Crop prices moved 5 
points higher, with cotton and fruits 
making the largest rise,
